Whtn  the  national  con- 
gress was  iu   session   in  Philadelphia,  it 
was   surrounded    b>'    mutinous  soldiers  | 
who  insulted    ami   threatened    its    nieiu-  j 
bers.  ami  as  the  renn.sylvania  state  gov- 
ernment failed  to  give  adeiiuate  protei- 
uon,  congress  was  obliged  to  adjouni  to 
Princeton,  X.  j.     It  was  to  avoid  such 
complications  tliat  the  national  cajiita' 
was   located    In    a  federal  district   over 
which   the   national  goverumeut  should 
:  have  exclusive  control. 
\      Since  the  organization  of  the  District 
;  of   Columbia  several  plans  have  been 
:  tried    for   the   local    admiuist ration    of 
:  municipal  affairs,    but    all    under  the 
:  direct  su[)cr\-isiou  of  the  uationd  g^iv- 
;  ernuieut.     I'p  to    iSjr  the  adiuinistra- 
liou  was  exercised  principally  tlirough 
raited  States  otTu-ials.  in  great  part  the 
"  appointees  of  the  President,  the  chief  <i 
!  engiiieens    (a    military   officer.'    liaving 
j  charge  of  all  works  of  a  public  charac- 
!  ter.  excepting  those   falling  under  the 
control  of  the  supervising  architect.    In 
'  iS;!  a  territorial  government  wasorgan- 
i/cii.    with  an   apiKiinted  governor  and 
a  legislature  of  two  houses,  oueap]>oiut- 
cd  by  the  executive  and  the  other  elect- 
by  the  people.     This  scheme  did  not 


vested  the  control  of  municipal  affairs 
in  a  board  of  three  commissioners,  the 
governor  and  municipal  legislature 
being  abolished.  Iu  1.S7S  this  temporary 
plan  was  superseded  by  a  permanent 
out  niodoK-il  on  the  s:iiiie  lines.  It  has 
thus  far  worked  .smooibU  and  sucee^s- 
fully,  as  the  city  of  \\';^^llnlglo^  in-day 
hears  eloquent  witness. 

In  general  terms  the  goverunieiit  of 
the  Distriel  is  vested  iu  the  President 
and  Congress,  the  former  being  directly 
represented  by  a  board  of  three  com- 
missioners appointed  by  himself  and 
confirmed  by  thf  senate. 

These  three  couimissioners  1  lwoci\'i!- 
ians  and  one  nulitary  engineer)  have 
control  of  all  niunieipal  aft'airs— police, 
streets,  bridges,  public  illnmiuatiou  and 
water  supply.  AH  contracts  are  made 
by  them,  and  all  contracts  exceeding 
?i,cK>o  must  be  on  tenders  accepted  by 
two  of  tlic  board.  The  commissioners 
are  appointed  for  three  years  and  retire 
alternately,  one  each  year,  and  their 
sureties  are  fixed  at  S.-o.oiX'  eaclt 
Tlieir  sal.ivy  isS3i'""">  '-■:i'-ii-  the  military 
officer's  pav  lieing  inchuled  in  that  sum. 
Thev  li.ive  the  apjiointmeiit  of  police 
officials.  >  ho  d  trustees,  health  officer, 
tax-collect,  rs  etc.,  and  have  general 
control  of  ad  nuiuicipal  affairs,  subject 
to  the  laws  and  estimates"  passed  by 
congress. 

Tiie  expenses  of  the  numiri]ial  gov- 
ernment are  borne  jointly  by  the  na- 
tional government  and  tlie  taxpayers  of 
the  District,  one  half  by  e.-ieh.  This 
was  consitlered  fair  because  national 
property  is  not  taxed  and  many  expen- 
ses are  incurred  for  the  special  benefit 
of  the  city  :is  a  national  ea)iital. 

Once  a  year  the  coimnisMoners  are 
required  to  prepare  estimates  of  their 
expenses  for  the  coming  year,  covering 
all  cxpcuiiitures  with  the  streets,  police, 
water,  gas.  education,  chanties,  public 
liuildings.  Lidiuinisiration.  eic.  These 
estimates  are  first  submilied  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury-  who  is  requir- 
ed to  approve-  disaiiprove,  or  modify 
ilie  same,  or  any  of  its  items.  The 
secretary  ihcu  returns  a  clean  copy  of 
the  estimates  as  amended  by  him  to  tlie 
commi-^siouers.  wIhj  then  send  it  to  con- 
gre.'^s  for  action.  Congress  then  dis- 
cus.ses  the  budget,  amending  it  as  cir- 
ciunstauces  may  require,  and  finally 
votes  upon  it  as  up>:)n  any  other  bill.  And 
the  estimates  as  jjassed  by  congress  and 
approved  by  ihc  President,  fixes  the 
expenditures  of  Uie  District  and  governs 
the  action  i>f  the  commissioners  for  the 
en.suing  y;ar.  The  latter  can  not 
authorize  nor  make  an  expenditure,  no 
matter  how  small,  a  without  congres- 
sional approjiriation . 

The  organic  law  of  the  district,  which 
is  the  act  of  1S7S,  provides  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  sul)oidinate  officials  by  the 
commi.ssioners,  for  the  paving  of  the 
streets,  the  erection  of  etlifices,  the  col- 
lection of  taxes,  the  letting  of  contracts, 
the  inauagemeut  of  .schools,  charities, 
museums,  prisons,  etc..  llie  regulation 
of  street  traffic,  the  payment  of  the 
public  debt,  and  all  other  matters  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  gov- 
ernment. For  due  effect  in  law  the 
District  is  dea-ri!>ed  as  a  municipal  cor- 
]xiration,  and  all  the  laws  of  thecoiunr\' 
atlecting  the  citizens  of  any  umnicipality 
are  oix;rative  there,  unless  governed  b>- 
some  special  statute. 

A  limit  to  tLixation  is  fixe<l,  which 
can  not  excee.i  >i..v)  ])er  Sici  in  the 
citv,  and  «;n«>  per  Jicki  in  the  rural 
districts-  All  t.-^xes  collected  must  he 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  expenditures  are  paid 
out  by  the  same  against  vouchers. 

It  is  \.\\\\>  seen  that  the  municipal 
council  of  the  District  of  Columliia  is 
none  other  tlniu  the  congress  of  the 
Vnited  States  while  the  municipal 
treasury  is  the  I'liited  States  treasury. 
This  gives  the  national  capital  the 
benefit  of  having  a  crmsiderable  part  of 
its  local  affairs  attended  to  without 
s|>ecial  expense. 

Thus  far  the  new  arrang-cment  has 
been  most  satisfactory-  Years  ago  there 
were  scandals  connected  with  the  dis- 
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ik  well,  and  in  1874  it  was  stt|n.'rsed-  ]  trict  goveriif.cii;,  but  under  the  present 
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system  there  has  bet^ii  no  :-candal  iior 
complication,  so  far  as  we  are  informed. 
The  city,  which  has  become  celebrated 
among  tlie  capitals  of  tlie  world  for  its 
fine  streets,  parks  and  public  buildings, 
is  effieiently  aud  economically  go\  erned. 
and  there  are  no  conflicts  of  anthority 
between  the  national  and  local  auth- 
orities.

He  lias  the  medal  aiid  Khedive's  bronze  st;ir 
for  -services  with  the  Egyptian  ExpeditioiMry 
Force  of  1SS2,  and  clasps  for  the  battles  of  Teh 
and  Tamai.  and  was  mentioned  in  de]>aic:ies 
for  his  zeal  and  devotion  in  c<Muiectioii  svnh 
these  events. 

He  was  also  with  the  Nile  e.-cpedinon  ot 
iS'S4-5.  with  the  Frontier  FieM  F-"orce  at  Ginis.s 
a  vear  later,  and  with  C.eneral  Kitchener's 
Expedition  to  Doiigola  in  1^196,  being  men- 
tioned in  the  despatches  in  each  case,  as  well 
as  reciiv-ing  other  honours.  He  is  now  servin;.; 
in  the  Sudan  with  the  Khartoum  expedition, 
and  has  already  been  menduned  in  the  Adwr^i 
despatches.— i^ii/Vl'  Maii.

Nile.  I  got  there  dog  tired  from  .sitting  in  a  ■

,  Malone,  to  the  tune  of  which  the  iSth  Royal  , 
'  Irish  pulled  their  way  up  stream  to  Dongola  ; 
s.>  gloriously  in  that  year,  and  was  sick  of  the  [ 
everlasting  chorus  of  "Cockles  and  nnissels,  | 
alive,  01"  alive  which  however  made  it  soaltrac-  | 
tive  as  a  boat  song.  Almost  the  first  man  I  | 
met  on  landing  was  an  old  school  chnm.  whom 
I  am  pleased  to  see  hj  the  last  Army  List  is 
now  a  colonel.  "Who  do  yon  think  is  here  ?« 
he  asked,  after  our  first  greetings  were  over. 
'Father  Brindle  1  Come  on  at  once  and  see 
him.>i  We  went.  In  his  tent  on  the  sand  I 
saw  liini  with  the  well  rcniend)::red  firm  face 
and  the  long  hair  which  was  now  cjuite  white, 
but  the  frown  was  gone  and  on  his  lips  was 
the  old,  old  smile,  more  frequent  than  of  old, 
but  as  enchanting  as  ever,  His  reception  of 
me  was  delitjhtfnl.  No  longer  that  of  the 
stern  examiner,  but  of  the  elder  brother.  He 
shook  hand.s  with  me  again  and  again,  and 
almost  jumped  with  delight  to  see  i^one  of  his 
hovs.;>  He  saw  my  tent  promptly  rigged  up, 
he  insisted  on  my  camp  bed  being  brought 
into  his  tent,  he  introduced  me  to  Lord 
Wolseley  and  got  my  licence  connler  signed  by 
Sir  Owen  Lanyon  be'fore  an  honr  was  past, while 
others  on  the'  same  errand  as  myself  had  to 
wait  until  next  day.  He  made  me  work  ont  a 
simple  equation  and  prove  the  47tli  proposi- 
tion of  the  first  book  of  Euclid — jnst  to  make 
him  feel  younger.  I  was  particularly  .struck 
bv  the  manner  in  which  he  was  loved  hy  all, 
from  the  commander-in-chief  down  lo  the 
youngest  drnmmer  boy.  irrespective  of  creed. 
!  had  to  leave  him  a  fortnight  later  to  go  to 
Suakini  on  the  Red  Sea,  but  when  I  read 
Wolseley's  despatch  -of  Father  Brindle's 
heroism  inside  tlie  square  at  Abou  Klea  and 
again  at  the  wells  of  Gakdul,  succouring  the 
wounded  as  thev  fell  by  the  zjreeba  side, 
dragging  water  like  a  slave  and  fulfiliiig  his 
priestly  duties  with  uncommon  calmness  in 
those  awful  fights,  I  knew  why  soldiers  lovc-d 
him.  Nature  meant  him  for  a  great  general, 
but  Fate  made  him  a  great  priest.  I  n  a  service 
in  a  tent  after  mass  was  over,  he  could  talk  the 
most  irreligious  soldier  into  being  a  saint, 
because  he  talked  in  Tommy's  language 
straight  to  Tommy's  heart,  and  never  failed  to 
reach  it.  .-\sk  any  soldier  who  has  "Served  in 
Egypt  of  Father  Brindle  and  his  face  will 
glow.  The  proudest  moment  of  my  life  was  1 
when  I  met  Father  Brindle  on  the  steps  of  j 
Shepheard's  Hotel  in  Cairo  and  he  patted  me  on  j 
the  "oack  for  something  I  had  written  and  said  ' 
"Weil  done,  /^U' ^f^'.t' ■'"  "Our  hero  in  black.' 
as  Sir  Owen  Lanyon  called  liim,  is  now  tli< 
second  senior  chaplain  to  the  Forces,  and  i^ 
still  serving  in  Khartoum.

The  water 
front  needs  improvement,  and  some 
sections  demand  radical  clianges  for 
sanitary  reasons.  The.se  matters  and 
many  others  require  attention  and  .should 
not  be  left  over  for  future  consideration.

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The  negotiations  between  Argentina 
and  Chili  took  a  more  pacific  turn  dur- 
ing the  past  week,  and  the  chances  now 
are  much  more  favorable  to  a  peaceful 
termination  of  the  dispute.  The  two 
wrangling  experts  have  been  relieved 
from  the  duty  of  preparing  an  accord  to 
be  submitted  to  the  arbitrator,  and  the 
foreign  offices  of  the  two  countries  have 
now  taken  the  matter  in  hand.  Cliili 
demands  the  unconditional  submission 
of  the  whole  case,  including  the  Ata- 
cama  que.stion,  to  arbitration.  The  Ar- 
gentine expert  has  for  some  reason 
wished  to  attach  conditions,  or  limita- 
tions to  the  questions  submitted  to  tiie 
arbitrator,  but  late  telegrams  advise  us 
that  the  Argentine  governniont  has  re- 
solved to  submit  the  whole  ca.se-  This 
is  of  course  the  right  thing  to  do.  If 
the  arbitrator  cho.sen  can  be  trusted  to 
decide  certain  points  of  the  dispute, 
then  there  is  no  reason  why  the  whole 
case  should  not  be  submitted,  and  let 
the  counsel  for  the  two  parties  argue  it 
out  in  court.  If  any  part  of  the  dispute 
is  barred  out,  the  arbitrator  will  very 
qnickh"  find  it  out  and  decide  accord- 
ingly. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  con- 
troversy will  now  end,  and  that  the  two 
countries  will  suspend  their  ridiculous 
military  preparations. 


It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  the 
question  of  municipal  reform  has  arisen 
.so  late  in  the  session,  for  it  is  a  fruitful 
subject  for  discussion,  and  the  need  for 
certain  changes  is  very  urgent.  In  the 
United  States,  at  the  pres'-'t  moment, 
there  is  a  very  widely  ex'  ended  novement 
in  favor  of  reforms  which  wili  take  mun- 
icipal administration  out  of  the  hands  of 
political  I'bossesji  and  it  is  certain  that 
much  of  the  discussion  could  be  applied 
here.  A  municipality  should  have  a 
good,  business  management,  and  no- 
thing more.  To  insure  this,  national 
and  state  politics  should  be  kept  out, 
and  it  should  be  made  impossible  to 
use  municipal  employments  as  rewards 
for  party  service.  Here  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  this  principle  could  be  easily 
established,  for  party  control  has  not 
yet  besn  firmly  established.  In  any 
new  scheme,  therefore,  the  government 
of  the  municipality  can  be  treated  as  a 
business  enterprise.  All  expenditures 
should  be  forbidden  which  have  not 
been  duly  authorised,  and  all  contracts 
.should  be  carefully  drawn  up  and  exe- 
cuted. The  power  to  incur  debts  should 
not  be  given  to  the  municipal  auth- 
orities, and  the  federal  government 
should  assume  responsibility  for  a  part 
of  the  expenditures.  Then  there  are 
some  special  points  which  might  well  be 
provided  for  in  the  city's  charter.     We 


The  discussion  of  the  financial  situ- 
ation in  Brazil  by  one  of  the  ablest  and 
b^'st  financial  journals  in  London  which 
we  are  to-day  reproducing  in  another 
column,  deserves  thoughtful  consider- 
ation. The  high  character  of  the  period- 
ical in  question,  forbids  the  assumption 
that  it  is  engaged  in  a  "warfare  against 
Brazilian  credit,"  or  that  it  is  influenced 
by  any  personal  or  nurcenary  motive. 
Its  opinions  are  based  upon  a  serious  and 
sympathetic  study  of  the  .situation  here, 
and  are  the  result  of  experience  and 
sound  judgment.  In  view  of  the  cir- 
cumstance that  British  investments  in 
Brazilian  bonds  and  guaranteed  raiKvav 
stocks  amount  to  about  ,£52.000,000, 
while  all  other  investments,  incUidint,^ 
connnercial  undertakings,  would  easib- 
swell  the  aggregate  to  double  that  figure, 
it  would  be  criminal  foll\"  on  (he  part  of 
any  English  journal  to  enter  upon  a 
delib:irate  crusade  against  Brax.ilian  cre- 
dit. The  British  iiu'estor  has  a  very 
considerable  interest  in  maintaining  the 
credit  of  Brazil,  and  when  criticism 
appears  in  a  serious  English  financial 
journal  it  must  be  considered  friendly 
and  well-intentioned.  For  such  reasons, 
tiiese  discussions  merit  every  consider- 
ation. At  the  present  moment  they  are 
earnestly  recommending  retrenchment 
in  expenditure,  for  they  recognize  the 
fact  that  at  the  end  of  three  years  Brazil 
will  have  increased  her  foreign  debt  by 
another  ten  millions  sterling.  If  in  the 
meantime  expenditures  are  not  reduced, 
a  large  amount  of  paper  money  is  not 
withdrawn  from  circulation  and  the  rate 
of  exchange  is  not  advanced,  thepo.sition 
of  the  country  will  then  be  much  worse 
than  it  is  now.  This  fact  is  recognized 
here,  but  up  to  the  present  moment  not 
a  single  step  has  been  taken  to  meet  the 
emergency.  Congress  is  refusing  to 
reduce  an  unnecessarily  large  armv  by 
even  a  thousand  men.  Instead  of  show- 
ing its  good  faith  in  supporting  the  pro- 
mises of  the  President-elect,  it  consumes 
the  whole  of  its  regular  .session  in  purely 
political  work,  leaving  the  annual  estim- 
ates to  expensive  prorogations.  We 
.•;hould  !)e  glad  to  see  the  two  houses 
adopt  a  resolution  at  once  that  no  salaries 
will  be  paid  during  these  prorogations, 
for  it  would  hn  an  assurance  of  its  inten- 
tion to  cut  down  expenditures.  As  we 
are  now  nearing  the  closing  days  of  the 
session,  we  can  hardly  expect  to  se:;  any 
important  measure  adopted  in  the  direc- 
tion of  financial  reform,  and  wc  ma;- 
therefore  conclude  that  one  of  the  three 
years  of  interest  suspensionon  the  foreign 
debt,  is  lost,  Pcssibly  the  new  President 
ir.ay  have  some  plan  in  view,  and  will  be 
able  to  carr}-  it  into  effect  at  once.  We 
certainly  hojie  this  may  be  the  case. 
The  situation  is  critical,  and  every  friend 
of  Brazil  can  not  keep  feeling  the  keenest 
anxiety  in  the  result.  The  good  credit 
and  prosperity  of  the  coiuitry  concerns 
every  one  of  us,  and  the  honest,  faithful 
execution  of  every  promisi;  made  is 
therefore  a  personal  matt<.-r  to  all,  ir-

—We  have  since  learned  that  the  visit  of 
Messrs.  lieanmant,  Dawson  and  Shipton  of  the 
British  and  American  legations,  to  Bello  Ho- 
riKonte,  which  we  noticed  in  our  last  issue, 
was  only  a  part  of  a  month's  tour  in  Miuiis 
Geracs.  The  party  went  as  far  as  Diainantina, 
where  they  visited  the  diamond  wasbiiigs, 
and  they  visited  Ouro  Prelo,  the  celebratecl 
Morro  Velho  gold  mine  and  the  Passagem 
mine,  Tlie  trip  was  an  interesting  one,  and 
the  party  thoroughly  enjoyed  it. 

—  Our  readers  will  bear  in  mind  that  a 
concert  will  be  given  at  tlie  Laraiigeiras  Club 
on  the  24111  inst, .  which  promises  an  evening's 
entertainment  of  unusual  interest.
